The Circuit Attorney Says the Court Will

Drunkenness is not the only sin that mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates have com- 
mitted. 

It has been charged again and again that 
there were members of that body who were 
there for revenue only. 

It is one thing to say a man isa bribe-taker; 
itis a very different matter to substantiate the 
charge in a court of justice. 

The open corruption of a body like the 
House of Delegates calls for unqualified de- 
nunciation from the mass of good honest citi- 
zens. 


to legitimate warfare against evil to uproot 
and exterminate it. 

The Fosr-Disraron, in an endeavor to find 
upon what basis the charges of bribery rested, 
has become thoroughly convinced, morally 
certain, of the truth of those charges 
and yet such are the technicalities of the law 
to shield criminals that upon the information 
it now possessess it could not take such 
charges into a criminal court and ask for con- 
victions and sentences on members of that 
body. 

But there is crime enough in that body to 
oustsome of the worst members; thatis a 
matter of record. 

Open perjury; false oaths. 

Recorded oaths of offices containing state- 
ments that the men in swearing know to be 
wholly false if they had the intelligence to 
read or know when they heard the reading of 
that oath. 

Twelve members ofthe House of Delegates 
have no more right to sit in that body than 
haveso many Choctaws from Indian Territory. 
Twelve men who in taking the oath of office 
to obey the laws of this, their State, and coun- 
try, to serve the interests of the whole people 
—the most sacred of obligations—swore to 
what they knew to be false. 

Twelve men who swore that under the 
statutes, under the charter of the city, they 
were possessed of all the qualifications to be 
eity legisiators and were not possessed of the 
principal requisite to those positions. 
Representatives of the people, legislating 
away the rights of the people, giving to rail- 
roads franchises that injured the people, and 
yet these men were not under the 
law in the enjoyment of the rights 
of citizenship, they had had not paid for the 
support of the municipal or State govern- 
ment, and were without the pale of those who 
might appropriate the money that other citi- 
zens had paid into the treasury.

1888, and did not pay the taxes for 1884 
until the day of his election, April 7, 1885. He 
did not make a return of his possessions 
in 188, as he

sions, namely, to the amount Of $800, In 1885 
he was again assessed at that amount, which is 
now due and payable during the present year. 

Edward P. Fox, Delegate from the Fif- 
teenth Ward, than whom no one has been 
more prominent in e House of Dele- 


gates, than whom no one in 
the city has had more public at- 
tention and who was thought at one 


time to carry more votes in his pocket than 
Ed Butler, was not assessed to the sum total 
of one cent, any fraction thereof, 
any greater sum, for the years 1883, 1884 and 
1885, and the Assessor's books, which are 
open to the inspection of every citizen, show 
this. Hepaid not one cent of tax in those 
three years. 

Julius Lehman, Delegate from 
teenth Ward, was not assessed to the 
amount of one cent in 1883, and in 1884 
was assessed $1,130 for real property, and 
$420 for personal property. This was his 
voluntary return. In 1885 this assessment 
was increased to $1,460 for real estate, and $950

for personal. He does not appear upon 
the delinquent list, but assuredly 
paid not one cent for 1883. In 


failing to do this he failed of the qualification 
required by law that he shall have paid taxes 
for two years next preceding his election. 
Jeremiah J. Coakly, Jr., Delegate from 
the Seventeenth Ward, does not appear 
upon the Assessor’s books at all. In 
the assessment for 1883 Jeremiah J. Coakly 


is assessed to the amount of $8,430 
for realty and $70 for personalty. 
In the assessments of 1884 and 


1885 Ellen Coakly appears to own the property 
which was transferredto ber during 1884, and 
there is no change in the valuation. Hence 
after 1883 Jeremiah J. Coakly, Jr., certainly 
did not pay any taxes, as no one of that name 
was assessed with any possessions. 

J. R. Rolfes, delegate from the Twenty- 


second Ward paid no taxes in 1883 or 
1884, nor was he assessed with any 
possessions. He purchased in 1884 thirty 


feet of ground on Compton avenue, which is 
valued on the assessment books at $70, and for 
which he will pay taxes this year. 

H. A. Pishon, although he was thought to 
own a residence in Carondelet, which section 
he represents as the Twenty-fourth Ward, 
and was at one time nominally inter- 
ested in a grocery store three, is 
not assessed for one cent in the years 1883, 


1884 or 1885. He consequently did not 
pay one cent of taxes in the two years 
next preceding his election. It 


is said bis residence ts in his wife’s name. In 
1888 the firm of Pishon & Miller was not in ex- 
istence and paid no taxes. In 1884 Pishon 
& Miller are assessed with $290 personalty 
only, and in 1885 the firm name is 
changed on the Assessor’s books to 
Pishon & Gannett, who owned but $130 
worth of goods of all descriptions. But 
these firm taxes donot obviate the heces- 
sity of H. A. Pishon paying into the city treas- 
ury taxes fortwo years next proceeding his 
election, that he might be qualified to sitin 
the House of Delegates. 

Thos. G. Kaye, delegate from the Twenty- 


seventh Ward (new limits), was not as- 
sessed in 188 at all. He did not 
then pay into the Treasury one 


cent of taxes. In 1884 he was assessed with 
$280, and in 1885 with $660. He was not delin- 
quent for 184, but paid not at all for 1883. 

K. F. Stone, Delegate from the Twerity- 
eighth Ward, was not assessed in 1883 at all. 
The Assessor’s books show him possessed in 


1884 of $1,800 worth of real estate 
and no personal. The same story 
is. told on the books for 1885. 


He paid taxes forbut one year next preceding 
his election and yetswore that he was pos- 
sessed of all the qualifications necessary 
for a member of the House of Delegates. 
Mr. Stone’s case is particularly pointed, as he 
is the only lawerinthe House, and the one 
who should have been the most careful with 
regard to the details of eligibility. 

John Waters comes under another head. 
He is Delegate from the Tenth Ward. He was 
assessed for 1883 and for 1884 but 
did not pay his indebetedness to the 
State for either of those years. The books of 
the Collector’s office show that for 1883 he is 
indebted tothe Statein thesum of $4.20 and 


for 1884 61. 22%. 

F. H. O'Neil, delegate from the 
Twentieth Ward, was delinguent for 
188, owing the State 54.20, which in- 
debtedness still remains unsatfied 
upon the booksin the Oollector’s office. He 


had not then ali the qualifications required by 
sections 5 and 6 of article 8 of the charter. 

These are the men who have in avery large 
measure controlied the legislation of the city. 

These are the men who have granted fran- 
chises, who have appropriated the city’s 
money, who have talked so flercely about 
the burdens of taxation. 

These are the men who have brought dis- 
grace upon the city, and who have made of 
the positions they wrongfully and falsely oc- 
oupied the means of attaining false ends. 


Holding their positions without qualifica-* 


tions, they have dictated that pub- 
lic improvements for the benefit 
of the public should not be 


made and at the same time have given to cor 
porations the right to damage the people, ex- 
acting no municipal! benefit. 

These are the men—but why enlarge on the 
record of the worst House of Delegates this 
eity has ever seen.

CHIcaGo, July 1.—Business in the Lake Shore 
yards at Sixty-third street seemed nearer its 
normal condition this morning than it has 
been since the strike was inaugurated.

PROTECTIONISTS IN COUNCIL. . 

It is evident that the platform of the 
Pennsylvania Republicans was inspired by 
the manufacturing interest of the State. 
Everything is made subordinate and inci- 
dental to the maintenance of a high pro- 
tective tariff, all measures looking to 
tariff revision or reduction being repudi- 
ated as vile and treacheroks.

It does not seem to occur to these econo- 
mists that their policy, literally carried 
out, would leave the Government no reve- 
nue but that derived from the 
present system of internal taxation, 
and as this would not be _ suf- 
ficiené it would be necessary to impose 
a Federal tax on property. The public will 
not be surprised at the insatiable rapacity 
revealed in the demands of this unique 
and wonderful platform, but many people 
ex pected that the protected manufactur- 
ing interests of Pennsylvania would 
formulate their policy with some show of 
moderation and self-control.

PASSED OVER THE VETO. 

The vote of 34 to 15 by which the Senate 
has passed the vetoed bill to quiet the 
title of settlers on lands long ago granted 
to the defunct Des Moines Navigation 
Company divided the Democratic Sen- 
ators evenly, COCKRELL being one of the 
II Democrats who voted to pass the bill 
over the veto, and VEST being one of the 
U Democrats who voted to sustain the 
veto. The only Republicans voting to 
sustain the veto were EDMUNDS, Haw- 
LEY, and the two New York Sen- 
ators. It was.a contest between set- 
tlers who had long ago acquired the 
land in good faith, and the East- 
ern speculators who claimed it under 
a grant to a corporation that had never 
earned it, but had mortgaged or trans- 
ferred its imperfect title. The conflicting 
claims had been muddled by conflicting 
rulings and acts of the authorities at 
Washington, and in vetoing the bill some 
months ago the President rested his ob- 
jections on legal grounds somewhat similar 
to those he took in vetoing the 5-cent 
fare bill when he was Governor of New 
York. There was a mistake or two in his 
numerous vetpes then, and it is not to 
be expected that he will have made 
no mistake inthe hundred vetoes which 
the present session seems destined to 
elicit from him. Nor is it to be expected 
that Congress, or either party therein, 
will sustain allof his vetoes. A large 
majority of the Democrats in Congress 
have been reporting and voting in favor 
of this Des Moines bill for ten years past, 
and it seems thatthe President's legal 
doctrines, after a prolonged consideration 
of the matter, have not converted enough 
of them to prevent the passage of the bill 
by the requisite two-thirds over his veto.

IN the United Kingdom 118 members are 
conceded to GLADSTONE without opposi- 
tion, 48 to the anti-Gladstone Liberals 
and 116 to the Conservatives. This gives 
the opposition to Home Rule a majority of 
41 to begin with, which is 11 more than the 
opposition majority on which the Min- 
istry resigned. To obtain a bare majority 
of1 Mr. GLADSTONE must fight for and 
carry 218 contested seats against the 
Unionist coalition. They are contesting 
195 of the 313 constituencies whose repre- 
sentatives declared for his measure. He 
is fighting for these, and is reported to be 
fighting for only 45 of the 355 recently held 
by Unionists. If he holds his own and 
carries all the additional seats he is fight- 
ing for, he will have a majority of 46. If 
he holds his own arfd carries two-thirds of 
the 45 additional seats he is fighting for, 
he will have a majogity of only 6. His 
campaign is shaped for a close fight and 
as if a small majority is the most he 
hopes for.

RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION,

An Excellent Showing for the whew 
Months of the Present Year. 


CHICAGO, July 1.—The Railway Age will sa 
to-day: It is now certain that the railway 
building of 1886 will far exceed that of the two 
preceding years and, indeed, surpass that of 
most years in the history of the country. A 
detailed record from January 1 to June 30, 
1886, complied from exclusively official state 


ments, show that track-laying has al- 
ready been in rogress this year in 
thirty-two of the States and Territories on 
ninety-seven lines, and that no less than 1,755 
miles of new main track, not counting sidings 
and additional tracks have been added to the 
railway system of the United States since Jan- 
uary 1. The mileage laid during the first siz 
months is less than one-third of the total for 
the entire time that it may be surely predicted 
that the total new railway mileage of 1886 wil! 
fall — of 6,000 -miles 
considerably exceed that. The 
activi thus far bas been 
n Kansas, where 301 miles of track have been 
added on twelve different lines. Florida fol. 
lows with 207 miles‘on eight lines, Texas with 
195 miles on six lines, Wisconsin with 184 on 
four lines, and Illinois with 171 miles on five 
lines. Neoraska has added 91 miles on six 
lines. In none of the other states have more 
than sixty miles been laid thus 
, but in many of them, as 
well as in those just named, 
preparations are actively going on for track | 
laying to a large extent during the next few 
months. The indications are that the st 
activity will be in Kansas, Dakota, 
Arkansas, Alabama, Georgia and Fiorida.

earnestiy desire the children in the public 
schools may receive, that they may be saved 
from the errors of Mr. Monahan and bis 
brother delegates. In order to counteract the 
erronious ideas put forth by the House of Del- 
egates, we leave to present to that House, 
as well as to the youths of St. Louis, the fol- 
lowing facts which seience now recognizes as 
indisputable truth.

vations of his own or of any one else’s mental, 
moral or physical condition. 

7. That by no possibility can a man who 
puts this poison into his system escape the 
physical, mental and moral deterioration 
which it is the nature of the poison to produce 
on the animal teeny & 

8. That drunkenness is a disease and that a 
man has this disease when he craves drink, 
even though it be months or years before the 
disease reaches the staggering stage. Craving 
drink is one of the earlier «symptoms of the 
disease, etangering one of the later.

THE IRISH PARLIAMENT. 


Matthew Arnold’s Letter to the Irish Loyal 


and Patriotic Union. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcu. 

New Tonk. July 1.—A meeting the American 
branch of the Irish Loyal and Patriotic Union 
was held at Mott Memorial Hall yesterday. 
Mr. John O. O’Oonnor was in the chair. 
Among other important business of the meet- 
ing the Secretary read the following letter 
from Mr. Mathew Arnold: 

THE BUFFALO CLUB, 
BuFFaLo, June 28, 1886. 
Jo J. C. O Connor, Reg., Jr.: 

Mr Dear Sra—i cannot ossibly attend your 
mee to-morrow, but I am glad you are 
going to holdit. I — 1 you will make clear 
one point in especial. Mr. Gladstone says 
that he insists on the principle of givng 
Treland an effective Government by ish- 
men, and would gladly have the world be- 
lieve that all his opponents are hostile to this 

rinciple. On the contrary, all the best of 

hem are favorable to it. utthey think his 
proposed mode of giving effectto it a bad and 
dangerousone. Mr. Brightisas favorable as 
Mr. Gladstone to the principle of permié- 
ting Ireland, with proper limitations, to gov- 
ern herself. But the question is what these 
proper limitations are. Mr. Bright believes 
and the best of the Liberal party believe, tha 
a National Irish Parliament would be 
* ure source of trouble in the 
future, and that some plan for Irish self-gov- 
erament must be found which does not involve 
the establishment of such a Parliament. If 
Mr. Gladstone were twenty or, perhaps, only 
ten years younger, he would think and say the 
same. Butheisina hurry. He wants to set- 
tle the Lrish question at once, and he thinks he 
sees his way settling it for the moment by 
securing the Parneilite vote, which can be se- 
cured only by conceding a National Irish Par- 
Hament. The trouble in the future he will not 
live to see. Let Americans ask themselves 
what they would have thought of a statesman 
who assumed the onus of giving the South an 
effective government by Southerners which 
was to create a general Southern Congress 
at Richmond. With the talents which the 
Southern men have for politics such a Congress 
would inevitably have grown into a power 
confronting the Washington Congress and 
emberrassing it, however sincerely the South- 
ern men might have professed, in first asking 
for it, that into this it should never grow. So 
as to Ireland. The very talents of the Irish for 
poe and oratory will inevitably make an 
Irish Parliament grow into a power confront- 
ing the Imperial Parliament and embarrassing 
it, however sincerely the Irish may now 
rofess that they do not mean their 
liament to grow into anything of the kind. 
I by no means blame them tor asking for such 
a Parliament. But 1 say that an English 
Minister who concedes it may be a dexterous 
politician and Parliamentary manager, but is 
no statesman. Let, however, ‘‘the principle 
of giving Ireland an effective government by 
Irishmen’’ be your principle as firmly as it is 
Mr. Gladstone

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DODGING A PISTOL, 


The Boston Boy’s Difficulties in Leaving th 
Hub. 


A Boston telegram to the New York Sun thus 
describes Sullivan's escape from the ‘‘Hub’’ 
to get to New York for his fight with Mitchell: 

Every policeman in Boston to-day received 
special orders to seize John L. Sullivan wher- 


ever found and deliver him at the nearest 


police station. As a consequence nearly 
every man on the force would rather encounter 


his worst enemy than catch sight of the cham- 
pion’s burly figure. Sullivan said to two 
policemen who were trying to persuade him 
to go home when he was drunk and quarrel- 
some not long ago: 

Dont you undertake to interfere with me.

THE CHANCES ARE 

that if Sullivan is found by the police he will 
go to the station-house with a broken head or 
with a bullet hole in his body. The patrolmen 
have been instructed that they will be fully 
justified in using eitber club or pistol to sub- 
due the champion if he resists arrest. In fact, 
the autborities have definitely determined to 
drive Sullivan away from Boston or to lock 
him up for as long aterm asthe law will al- 
low. The District Attorney will push the cases 
against him, and the Police Commissioners 
have conciuded that he has been allowed to 
commit petty outrages in Boston with impuni- 
ty long enough. :
